1 he complaint ha^ been geneal, aft 
veil as long standing, against the 
reight tariffs of all the rai roads cen- 
r.ng in Louisville. Even the Nas-h- 
ille railr >ad which owe* us origin to 
i ui-viile, aud ha this city as its 
tititig point and ermiuus, makes it 
>\ny station in many Importaui pur- 
icolars, not only charges ex rMtaiit 
rates, but permit- Louisville freight to 
be switched off t side tracks *nd to 
accumulate in depots. The rttj of 
Cincinnati i complaining of similar 
treatment, a"d Ht. Loui«, some two 
vea-- Hsro, was in as b «d. if not a worse 
pr< dica npn», but the wide-awake peo- 
ple of that city, through their Board 
of Trade and Merchants' Ex hange, 
enJeitd into unison and concert o ac- 
tion, whereby they, at once, secured 
an equitable and fair tariff of 
freights. 

The Board of Trade of Cincinnati is 
now taking combined and energetic 
action to relieve the business men of 
freight exactions, a<d unfair, unjust 
and unequal discriminations in rates 
by the railroads. A Transportation 
Committee was appointed, which went 
energetically and persistently to work, 
and have succeeded iu obtaiuing fair 
and equitable rates, which must be of 
incalculable benefit to the whole city. 
Cincinnati has established a Trans- 
portation Bureau, whose business it is 
to investigate alleged discriminations 
in rates of freight against that city, 
and its merchants, dealers and manu- 
facturers. If Louisville had a live 
Board of Trade witli an active intelli- 
gent set of officers, it would do like- 
wise, aud thus protect, as well as ad- 
vance the interests and welfare of the 
city. The Freight Bureau, at Cincin- 
nati, has a book of reference, giving all 
the routes to the principal cities radia- 
ting to that point, in which can be 
seen at a glance the rates of competing 
points, and the advantages to be gain- 
ed or lost, in both transportation aud 
rates. 

The advantages already gained 
through the establishment of the 
Transportation Bureau include a ma- 
terial modification of the schedule 
clas-jficatiou of manufactured articles 
at less figures than fourth-class freights 
from St Louis to San Francisco. 
Through freights were also much re- 
duced, delayed heights expedited to 
their destination and the refunding of 
divers over charges which otherwise 
would never have been returned or ad- 
mitted Will 'our Board of Trade 
arouse and go to work ? 



An Important Enterprise. 

The Government of Costa Rica has 
'..xecu ed a contract with Henry Meigs, 
the great American railroad contract- 
or of South America, to construct a 
railroad from the port of Limon, on the 
Atlantic ci>ast, to the city of Alajueto 
(about fifty miles distaut from the Pa- 
c ficcoafct), via Costago, San Jose and 
Heredia, an estimated distance of one 
hundred aud twenty miles. Mr. Meigs 
undertakes to coustruct the road with- 
in three years, and equip it completely 
for the sum of eight millions. At pres- 
ent almost the entire coffee of the 
flfM try, seldom falling below 200,000 
quintals per annum, is hauled in ox 
carts to the port of Punta Arenas, on 
the Pacific, at a cost of $1,25 per quin- 
tal ; thence It it shipped in sailing ves- 
sels around Cape Horn, and finds a 
market in London and Hamburg after 
a four months' voyage. If this road 
be constructed the trade of Costa Rica 
will take a new course. It will not 
<jost more than forty or fifty ceuts at 
mo-t to take a quintal of coffee to the 
port of Limon, o» the Atlantic, and 
thence it can be transported in nine 
days per steamer to New York, at 
much less expense than by sailiug ves- 
sels to the markets above mentioned, 
or »o New York by way of Aspinwall, 
over the Panama Railroad.

The Cotton Yield. 

The New Orleans Price Current of 
the JTth, in reference to the incoming 
crop, says : cotton continues to c>»me 
in freely but the heavy receipts 
have little influence on the general 
opinion in regar.i to the yield, it being 
understood that planters beiug satisfied 
with the ruling rates have availed 
themselves of good roads to push their 
crops to the landing. As we remark- 
ed last week, the views in our cotton 
circles with the reaard to the total 
crop, present quite as much disagree- 
ment as at any 'time of the season, 
many of our factors adhering with in- 
creased confidence to 3,10O r 00O bales, 
and others refusing to admit of more 
thau 3,000,000, while shippers and oth- 
ers look for from 3 250,000 to 3,5 O.i'OO. 

The present prices are highly remu- 
nerative and satisfactory to all but 
tbos-e speculators who "sold short" on 
or before the incoming moDth, and the 
future of the markets at all points trib- 
utary to cotton is encouraging in the 
extreme. The purchasing power of 
the South is visibly increased by the 
good prices of cotton and Western pro- 
ducts should sell well the season 
through.

Emanuel Von Fellenberg 

Was the founder of our modem 
system of agriculture. He was born 
in Berne, Switzerland, in 1771 In 
order to acquire prac'ical information 
in regard to the agricultural wants of 
the people, and to ascertain how he 
could best advance them, *he spent a 
great portion of hi* rime, between the 
age of sixteen and sixty-»ix, in travel- 
ing through his native eoun»ry on foot, 
with a knapsack on his hack, residing 
in villages and farm houses, mingling 
in the labors and occupations, and 
partaking of the rude lodging and fare 
of the peasants and mechanic*, and of- 
ten extending his journeys toshrround- 
ing countries-. In 1790 he went to 
Tubinger to complete h»s) studies in 
civil law, where he continued to dis 
tinguish himself by his spirit of re- 
search and investigation. 

Several years thereafter he was sent 
on a mission to Paris to remonstrate 
aaains the rapacious and oppressive 
conduct of the agents of tbe French 
Republic. He, however, obtained the 
recall of one of the most profligate of 
them, but he became so disgusted 
with the utter disregard of tbe princi- 
ples of honesty, which possessed the 
minds of the public men of that time, 
that he became so disgusted with his 
career as a diplomatist that he resign- 
ed bis office and sought a more conge- 
nial pursuit— that of a scientific agri- 
culturist. 

In the beginning of bis career a* an 
educator he early adopted that grand 
principle which is the basis of our 
present common school system, by 
which the rich ai*J the poor are edu- 
cated together so that friendly rela- 
tions between the two classes could be 
fostered by daily Intercourse with 
each other. Believing that agricul- 
ture should be made the basis of every 
correet system of education, he select- 
ed at Hofwyl, six miles from Berne, 
an estate of 200 acres to which were af- 
terward added 400 more. At the time 
of the first purchase the land was un- 
der the poorest possible state of culti- 
vation, but by pursuing a thorough 
system of drainage, trenching, deep 
plowing and a correct syspsm of a ro- 
tation of crops, the yield was increas- 
ed more than four-Told. 

The system adopted by him a tract- 
ed the attention of the men of science 
of the various governments of Switz- 
erland and Germany, who sent com- 
missioners to examine into tbe prac- 
tical workings of the institution. They 
reported that the result was of the 
most wonderful character, showing 
how much larger an amount of nour- 
ishment could be drawn from a given 
amount of s >il than had been general- 
ly supposed. The graduates of this in- 
stitution were sought ft* us practical 
directors of the leading agricultural in- 
stitutions of Europe. 

In 1S29 the estate of Hofwyl support- 
ed a population of 300 persons. Two 
workshops were erected for tbe manu- 
facture of improved agricultural imple- 
ments, scientific apparatus and cloth- 
ing for the members of the establish- 
ment. ' 

Printing and lithographic presses- 
were used, on which music and other 
things needed by the institution were 
printed. It was not only a scientific 
but a practical institution, and met the 
wants of the best class of young men 
in the country, and the influence it 
exerted in ennobling agriculture will 
be felt throughout the world aud con- 
tinue for centuries yet to come —[Ru- 
ral World. 



France is deficient in horses, and 
seems inclined to leave the supplying 
of the deficiency to private enterprise, 
as the aid to tbe State breeding studs 
is being gradually withdrawu. Tbe 
country possesses three millions of 
horses, and requires a tenth of thi» 
number to be reuewed every year to 
keep up the total average. The stal- 
lions count twelve thousand, and a 
third, at least, of the number would re- 
quire to be of excellent breed to effect 
any sensible improvement. Germany 
sent three hundred and thirty thou- 
sand horses iuto France during the 
campaign, as. a rule, beautiful aui- 
mals, very much superior to any that 
opposed to her.

For < bis opinion he is 
somewba surlily taken to task 1 y 
some newspapers who naturally feel 
annoyed at this stroke against the th - 
orie they haves, ferve tly taught. 

For our part we are sorry the fa »t« 
are against the theory, for the grea 
advantages to the country aud to the 
individual from an extensive timbei 
plan'ing are so great 'hat we value ev 
■ery inducement that can l>e brough 
bear i i its favor. But we like to hoM 
on to facts. No good cause is ever 
served by bad arguments, aud fa t 
uate'y in this matter of ree-plantif 
there are good enough reasons in it 
favor without relying on any uncer- 
tain ones.

There appears to be great competi- 
tion at present between the Dutch and 
Belgians for the trade of Central Eu- 
rope. While the Dutch are expend- 
ing large sums in making commercial 
docks at Flushing in anticipation of 
this trade, new railways are being con- 
tracted in Belgium and Germany 
which are likely to make Antwerp, 
even more than it is now, the most 
favored port for the direct trade to Cen- 
tral Europe. Already the port is 
crowded and the dock accommodation 
inadequate to the wants of. the trade 
and community. Before the late war 
between France and Germany broke 
out, an arrangement had been made 
to purchase the citadel at Antwerp cov- 
ering about eight hundred acres, and to 
transform it into docks. But the war 
disarranged all plans for that purpose. 
The interest in the undertaking is now 
in the bands of a local company, which 
is working hard to raise the requisite 
capital to proceed with it. It is also 
proposed to erect docks on the lowland 
facing Antwerp, connecting- them to 
the city by means of a bridge, which 
is to carry a railway, a foot-road and a 
carriage-way. It has also been sug- 
gested that a coast port should be erect- 
ed near the mouth of the Scheldt, with 
direct railway communication to the 
dockB and city of Antwerp, so that 
when the river is frozen up traffic may 
be uninterrupted.

It Is a well-fcnown 
fact to the trade, that the excessive 
taxes caused the production of pure, 
straight Bourbou, the old-fashioned, 
hand-made tire-distilled to almost 
wholly cease, and pure whisky, the 
genuine Bourbon, is extremely scarce 
and is as valuable as old wine over 
one hundred years old. A few barrels 
of old fashioned, copper whiskey, thir. 
teen years old, are still in existence, 
commanding twenty dollars per gal- 
lon. In the Bourbon county district 
there are but six distilleries in opera- 
| tion, which adhere to the old process, 
j and their annual production is small. 
PREMIUMS. ; This product is generally contracted 
for as soon as made, and the great bulk 
of it is purchased exclusively for this 
market.

Louisville) district, three of which 
have not been in operation sinie last 
May.

The Molasses Trade. 

ThelJew York Shipping List, in its 
anual review of the molasses trade of 
the United (States, estimates the total 
consumption of cane molasses for the 
year 1871 to sum up 52,065.784 gallons, 
against 48 323,171 gallons the year pre- 
vious. This indicates an increase in 
the consumption and product during 
the year of 2,742,613 gallons. Of this 
amouut upwards of forty-one millions 
of gallons were the foreign product, 
and eleven millions of gallons of the 
crop of Louisiana and Texas. 

The receipts of foreign at the ports of 
New York— chiefly from Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Barbadoes, Demerara and St. 
Croix— were 18,168.662 gallons, or fully 
one third of the entire product. This 
speaks well for the commerce of that 
city, despite the odious quarrautiue 
'regulations which have driven much 
trade from that port

in 1870-71, as compared with the years 
immediately preceding, accounts for 
the low, and for most of the year, un- 
retnonerative prices that ruled during 
1871 for the finer grades of foreign, as 
the product of Louisiana enters into a 
closer competiton with these descrip- 
tions, the great bulk of ihe Cuba sup 
ply being <>nly wanted for converting 
into susar or for d stillation. The re- 
quirements for the latter purpose dur- 
ing the past year, however, have been 
very small ; as this business has dwin- 
dled down to comparatively insignifi- 
cant proportions. 

The refining interest absorbed about 
two-thirds of the whole imports of for- 
eign, the other third being distributed 
between the trade and distillers. Tne 
actual business here last year was 
smaller than before, owing to the poli- 
cy that has been more generaly adopt- 
ed by refiners, of purchasing their sup- 
plies at the places of production. 

The decline in the consumption of 
the country f>f foreign molasses may 
be attributed to several causes, among 
the most prominent of which are the 
less profitable results that have attend 
ed the conversion of molasses into su 
gar the past year or two, few of the es 
tablishments having run their works 
to their full capacity within that peri- 
od, while some have stood idle alto 
eether for a portion of the past year. 
Portland, wbich formerly imported 
large quantities of molasses for boil- 
ing purposes, the past year consumed 
little or none. 

The cultivation of the sorgo cane for 
its syrup properties has become an 
important agricultural industry, and 
its cultivation is extending, especially 
in those Western States where access 
is difficult to any other kind of molas- 
ses. The Superintendent of the Cen- 
sus Bureau has forwarded us a detailed 
statement of the crop in each of the 
States and Territories for 1870, the to- 
tal of which is 16,036,462 gallons, sxi 
against 6,749,123 gallons in 1860. For 
the past year we estimate the yield of 
this description of molasses at 18,000, 
000 gallons. 

The product of the maple tree is by 
no means inconsiderable. We have no 
data by which we can arrive at any 
satisfactory result with regard to the 
yield of maple syrup, but we have-no 
doubt that two millions of gallons is 
rather uuder than above the crop of 
last season. 

As we have noted above, the con- 
sumption of sugar-house molasses and 
syrups is enormous, aud if added to 
that of cane, sorgo and maple molas- 
ses, the consumption of all kinds for 
the past year would undoubtedly ex- 
ceed one huudred millions of gallons.

The Kentucky Library Lottery. 

The result of the late lottery scheme 
for the alleged benefit of the "Public 
Library of Kentucky," in Louisville, 
has been made public, or, rather, the 
drawing of the lottery. The sum real- 
ized for the Public Library, however, 
is not known beyond the statement in 
the Gazette last week, which, not 
having beeu controverted, may be as- 
sumed as correct. That sum was $25,- 
000, while the assets, by the lottery, 
were S350,fc00. This makes the ex- 
penses of the lottery, including the 
perquisites of the managers, directors 
and ticket-sellers, amount to the very 
large sum of $325,000, or fully 03 per 
cent, of the entire proceeds. This 
looks very much like a scheme fat the 
benefit of a few individuals, while but 
a very insignificant fraction inures to 
the benefit of the "Kentucky Libra- 
ry." At this rate of progresion, how 
many millions will have to be invest- 
ed for the so-cal ed "Public Library" 
to pay for the property that is to be 
purchased, to say nothing of the Li- 
brary ! It is well enough for the Leg- 
islature to reconsider their vote. 

From the New Orleans journals we 
learn that in that city there are six 
establishments with aggregate capi- 
tal of $1,500,000, engaged in the manu- 
facture of oil and oil cake from cotton 
seed, the product being 100,000 tons 
per annum. The oil is extensively 
used in the manufacture of soap, and 
the oil cake is shipped to the planta- 
tions for feeding cattle.

journed. 

Monday, January 29 
Senate— A bill was introduced au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry to pay for cotton seized by agents 
of the United States after Juue 30, 
1>6."). The apportionment bill was 
takeu up and passed. 

House— B.lls for repealing stamp 
tax on syrups and preserved vegeta 
bles ; for a renewal of the land grant to 
the Gulf and Ship Island railroad; to 
refund to distillers money paid for 
the Tice meters : right of way to the 
Dakotah Southern railroad; recogni- 
zing a state of war between Spain 
and the Republic of Cuba and declar- 
ing both parties entitled to belliger- 
ent rights, including the right to carry 
their respective Hags in the waters of 
the United States, referred. Bills 
were also introduced to form a new 
territory out of the northern portion of 
Dakotah; to allow half of custom du- 
ties to be paid in legal tenders, and 
placing printing type and materials on 
the free list. A resolution wa9 adopt- 
ed asking why Seneca sandstone had 
been used for foundations for a Gov- 
ernment building without authority.

This is having an adverse in" 
rluence on the winter wheat, and fears 
of a short crop are being entertained.

Tuesday, January 30. 

St nate— The bill appropriating $50, 
000 to defray the expenses of the Jap- 
anese embassy was passed. Among 
the bills introduced was one providing 
for the improvement of the falls of the 
Ohio river and the Louisville canal. 
A resolution was adopted asking for 
information as to obstructions to navi- 
gation in Red river.

Another Through Railroad- 

The State of Kentucky and Louis- 
ville, ber greatest city, can rejoice at 
the rapid strides of internal improve- 
ment iu her midst. Since the incom- 
ing of the new year three important 
railroads have been projected in the 
State, and as many more connections 
made, aud during the present week 
the Legislature haa granted the char- 
ter, or passed the bill authorizing the 
const ruction of the Southern Railroad. 
This road is to pass through Central 
Kentucky from Covington and Cincin- 
nati, ou the Onio river due South to 
the Tenuessee line, there to extend to 
Chattanooga and ( Jeorgia. If success- 
ful connections are made South of 
Chattanooga so as to obviate freight 
blockades and delays, as is. unfortu- 
nately, the case at times with the 
fsashville railroad connections), the 
road will be a very dee'ded acquisition 
to the commercial and material inter- 
est of the State. 

Ry the provisions of this new rail- 
road charter tho city of Cincinnati 
subscribes SlO.O'iO.OOO with the expect- 
ed aid of ail the couuties along the 
route, and we hope it will soon be lo- 
cated and the work of construction 
commenced. As t6 the alleged un- 
constitutional provisions of the road, 
and the tax per capita for passengers 
and per hundred for freight, to reveit 
to the State, we have nothing to do, 
but only hope for the developement of 
the material resources of the State, 
aud the competition in travel and 
trade, that the new road is likely to 
inaugurate. This is sure to iuure to 
the advantage and benefit of the city 
though apparently conflicting with the 
interests of the Nashville road. The 
latter, however, is a great and thriv- 
ing institution, and cannot be dam- 
aged by the new road. The business 
of the city iu all departments must, 
however, be benefited. The sooner 
the new road is inaugurated the better.

Newspaper Laws. 

We would call the special attention 
of postmasters aud subscribers to the 
following synovia of the newspaper 
laws : 

i. A roi-tmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning a paper does 
not answer the law) when a subscriber 
floes not take his paper out of the of- 
fice, aud state the reasons for its not 
being taken; and a neglect to do so 
makes the postmaster responsible to 
the publisher for the payment. 

2 Any persou who takes a paper 
Irom the postoflk-e, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether he 
has subscribed or not, is responsible for 
♦Ke pay. 

5. If » persoa orders his paper dis- 
continued, he must pay all arrearages, 
errthe publisher may continue to send 
it until the paymetft is made. 

4. If tbe 8utH0fil»el• orders his paper 
to be stopped at a certain time, and 
the publisher continues to send, the 
hub-criber le bound to pay for it if he 
takes it from tJue poetoffice. The law 
proceeds upon the ground that a man 
must pay for what he uses. 

6. The courts have decided that re- 
fusing to take newspapers and periodi- 
cals from the poatoffice, or removing 
and, leaving theni uncalled for, is prima

— We cannot 
too strong y recommend this magnifi- 
cent flowering Clematis as a most val- 
uable addition to our hardy climbers. 
It is a profuse bloomer, producing very 
double flowers of a large size, and of a 
light blue color. It thrives remark- 
ably well when planted out of doors, 
or as a conservatory climber. It was 
imported direct from Japan. Veitch 
exhibited this plant at the Internation- 
al Exhibition at Paris in 18(>7, and 
again at the International Exhibition 
held at Ghent, iu March, 1S6S, as well 
as the Royal Horticultural Society's 
Show, held April 21, 1868, where it 
was universally admired andcon-ider- 
Led one of the best and most striking 
■novelties of recent introduction, and it 
invariably received the highest possi- 
ble awards. 

M USA UN SET E THE GKEAT BANANA OF 
ABYSSINIA. 

This mai/nificent plant is, without 
doubt, the fiutst and most effective of 
all plants yet u^ed for summer, out 
door gardening. It is go hardy that, 
planted iu rich soil, it grows freely 
during the summer months iu the op- 
en air, and requires to be wintered on- 
ly in the cool-house. Its immense 
"eaves a'.tain a length of from 8 to 10 
t, and are of a beautiful dark green, 
mid rib being bright crimson, 
iug an admirab e and striking 
contrast. It attains altogether an av. 
arage height of 1- to 15 feet. 

We cannot too strongly recommend 
this splendid plant, which will be the 
more extensively cultivated the more 
it becomes kuown ; it is also admir- 
ably adapted for cutivation as an or- 
namenhiry plant for conservatory dee- 
jration, 

Praising Calves. 

The calves are selected as much for 
their good qualities of dam-, as for 
their individual excellence, and are al- 
lowed to remain with the cow from 
two to three weeks. We never remove 
a calf in bitter cold weather, as its fu- 
ture welfare depends in a great meas- 
ure upon the start it gets ; and if it is 
w6rtb raising at all, it is worth giving 
good start. 

At fir.-t it is offered warm skim milk, 
is is generally refused the firsi 
meal, and sometimes the second, but 
rarely oftener; We never allow them 
to suck the tiugers, and save many a 
cold aud aching head. They readily 
learn to eat by themselves, thereby 
thriving much better and costing much 
less trouble. 

As soon as possible a little bran is 
mixed with the skim milk, and shortly 
afterward thick, milk is substituted for 
the skim milk. The quantity is in- 
creased until the calf receives about 
five quarts of milk and a piut of meal 
twice a day. We use equal parts of 
bran and corn meal, or corn and oats. 
The drink is always warmed in cold 
weather by mixing it with warm 
■rater. 

Calves feed in this manner, and 
iiaving plenty of good hay, will weigh 
jffft/ja 5 ' * to SSI pounds at eight months 
frld. They are then weaned and con- 
tinue to thrive on good hay and grass 
alpue, the heifers having a ealf of their 
own at 22 or 23 months old, and being 
fully able to do so. This method is us- 
on an ordinary farm, with medium 
lieed, good milking, and native and 
^de cattle.— [Cor. Rural New

The male has much more to do iu 
making the offspring than the female, 
and the K'*«i qualities ot a breed cau 
only be perpetuated througo the male; 
but the female must be selected with 
judgment, if we are to get the best re- 
NitM from a given boar. 

We are Hot going to lay down given 
rule* to govern every farmer in the se- 
lection of breeders, as some want large 
hreeds and some small breeds; and uo 
rules can be laid down to meet both 
ca«es. There are, however, certain 
principles in common, thai should he 
observed : and first of these we men- 
tion merged health as the most import- 
ant. Having good heaMi she will nec- 
es»arily he a good feeder. She should 
come of a good stock of breeders — 
those noted for docility and care for 
their young, and those too, noted for 
being good sue lers. 

Whether keeping large or smnll 
breed*, the sow should he neat and trim 
built, with a good supply of teats, 
heavy hind quarters and ro< my sides, 
fine hair and a tolerahle lengihy leg 

The«e are general points that can be 
found in «*ny hreed, and, as a rule, 
sows of this class will make good 
mo'hers. 

During the winter, give the sow 
separate quarters from other hogs, and 
as she approaches farrowing increase 
both the quantity and quality of her 
food, which should he given principal- 
ly in the form of slop.— [Kansas Far- 
mer. 



Adulteration in Batter. 

Thousands of pounds ot butter are 
daily sold in New York, which are 
adulterated with a suhstauce made 
from cotton-eeed oil. It i9 creditahle 
to the farmers as a class that they are 
not opatt to the charge of adulterating 
their produce; yet they suffer from 
the dishonest competition of the deal- 
ers who make up and sell these fraud- 
ulent compounds, and by so doing ef- 
fect unfavorably not only the sale but 
the character of the genuine article. 
As a matter of curiosity we describle 
an artificial compound which was 
manufactured in Paris to supply the 
want of real butter during the late 
seige. The refuse materials left after 
the manufacture of stearine from 'atty 
animal matter such as tallow, etc., 
consisting of oleane and margarine, 
were washed in water acidulated with 
muriatic acid for the purpose of bleach- 
ing it. It was then subjected to the 
action of a chemical solution for a peri- 
od of three hours, during which it 
was made to acquire the taste and col- 
or of butter. This substance, manu- 
factured without any assistance from 
the cows, was considered an excellent 
substitute for butter, and was readily 
accepted in place of it by the people, 
who considered it superior to any oth- 
er artificial product of this description. 
—["Scientific Ameri-an. 

The Egg as Food.— The relative 
weights of the proportions of the egg, 
as given by Dr. Thompson, are : Shell 
and membrane, 108.9 ; albumen, 6 '4.2. 
About one-half of the entire weight 
may be regarded as nitrogenous and 
nutritious matter. This is a greater 
proportion than that of meat, which 
is rated at 25 to 28 per ceut , showing 
that, as food, a pound of egg is worth 
nearly two pounds of meat. The white 
of the egg, from its teudency to coagu- 
late iuto a hard, indigestible substance, 
is»apt to disagree with the stomach of 
the invalids, when the yoke may be 
harrale*9. Raw eggs are more whole- 
some than boiled. The longer an egg 
is kept the more indigestible it be- 
comes, and hence the desire for new- 
laid eggs. 

The annual report oiTthe Boston 
Hoard of Trade, which may be regard- 
ed as the reflex of the sentiment of the 
commercial classes of that city, favors 
the removal of import duties on mate- 
rials and the admission to American 
registry of foreign built vessels, as the 
best means to be adopted for the re- 
habilitation of our mercantile ma- 
rine. It also favors the modification 
of the Alien Passenger Act, with the 
prospect of abolishing the head-money 
imposition ; the revision of the freight 
tariffs on our railroads, with an im- 
mediate effect of increasing our com- 
merce,
